Principal changes in the pew regu- 
lations governing traffic are concen- 
trated on the congested area whicn 
includes al) territory embraced be- 
tween the following streets: Cain, on 
the north; Mitchell. on the south; 
Spring. on the west, and Central ave- 
nue, on the east. The new provisivns 
increase the speed limit in this area 
and the city limits from 10 to 20 
miles per hour for automobiles and 
from 8 to 15 miles for motor trucks. 

Many Traffic Changes. 

Considerable attention to parkin:. 
non-parking and elimination of ‘eft 
or right tigns on the principal 
thoroughfares in the congested areca 
are included in the new regulations, 
all of which are calculated to prevent 
traffic blocking and enable traffic 
to pass through the business districts 
more rapidly. 

’ At Five Points, which is considered 
the most congested spot in Atlanta, 
special provisions have been made 
which will insure less delay and 
blocks both for the drivers of ve- 
hicles and pedestrians. All vehicular 
traffic on Peachtree, Marietta. Deca- 
tur end Edgewood avenue, with the 
exception of eputh-bound traffic on 
Peachtree which is permitted to make 
right turns at Marietta street, is vro- 
hibited Yrom turning either to the 
right or left. Thig rule is also ef- 
fective at Whitehall and Afabama 
streets. Left turns are prohibited at 
Whiteball and Hunter, Peachtree «nd 
Auburn avenue, Peachtree and Pryor, 
Pryor and Peachtree, James and 
Peachtree, Poplar and Peachtree, and 
Carnegie Way and Peachtree streets. 
Rules on Parking. 

The following rules relative to 
parking, non-parking and limited 
parking privileges, on streets in the 
congested area are contained in the 
icllowing regulations:

One Year Ago.

“Washington, April 1—‘“‘In a com- 
parison of present industria] condi- 
tions with those which existed April 
l a year ago, Secretary Davis pre- | 
dicted today that, with the exercise! 


of ordinary caution, the country should | 


' 


have a continued period of substan- | 
tial prosperity that will put bebind 
us the whole era of depression which 
followed the war.” 

The labor secretary also predicted | 
that with the accumulating of coal | 
stocks next summer there wouid be 
an abundant coal supply next fail and 
winter and a more “normal” market 
price as compared with the past win- 
ter. 

Continuing, the statement said: 

“Outside of the coal industry pess- 
imism rather than optimism prevailed 
in the other basic industries one year 
ago today. 


Idle Men Normal. 

“Prior to that time the unemploy- 

ed had numbered approximately five 
million; today that number is reduced 
to normal. 
. Ope. Mar ago the steel industry 
unfilled order tonnage was Jess than 
four million tons; today it is nearly 
eight million tons. The former is 
the basis of dull business while the 
latter means ‘full steam ahead.’ 


“The same is largely true of the 
textile and ellied industries, April 1, 
1922, found overloaded shelves with 
which finally involved over 80.000 
workers before the summer was over. 
Today, empty shelves, plenty of work, 
no strikes and both employer and em- 
ployees sharing in the general pros- 
perity. 

“Despite the threat of industrial 
depreesion there had been but firtle 
reduction of the general wage evel 
throughout industry, and today the 
trend of wage scales is upward. Dur- 
ing the past four months wage in- 
creases have been reported in practic-

Washington, April 1—A program 
for tax legislation in the next congress 
tentatively agreed on by the. ““pro- 
gressive bloc” of' the house was made 
public today by Representative Frear, 
republican, of Wisconsin, who declared 
several measures have been drawn to 
meet weakness of the 1921 revenue 
law. 

The bloc, he said, in a statement, 
will urge adoption of a constitutional 
amendment to bring. investments in 
tax free securities and stock dividends 
within the taxing powers of the fed- 
eral government, an increase in the 
inheritance tax, and enactment of a 
gift tax, a retroactive tax on undis- 
tributed profits and excess profit tax. 

Legislation which would require the 
treasury to make tax records public 
also will be sponsored, said Mr. Frear, 
adding that “any proposal to enact a 
sales tax will meet with certain de- 
feat.”

CHIN STRAPPING. 

A little while ago 1 gave a brief 
description of a method tor strapping 
the entire face at night with a coid 
cream pack under bandages. This 
was a tedious and complicated proc- 
ess, only to be used in extreme cases 
of dry, neglected. skin or wrinkles, 

Chin strapping is a simplification 
of this process. You “will need sev- 
eral yards of old linen or muslin 
Strips, two to three inches wide, and 
a gar of cold cream whose virtues 
you can trust. If you wish, you can 
buy rolls of gauze bandages, but I 
think this is an unnecessary expense. 
Your strips of old material will dv 
just about as well and can be lawn- 
dered again and again. 

The tace, and particularly cheeks 
and chin, are washed with hot water, 
soap and a complexion brush, then 
rinsed in hot water. While the skin 
is moist and very warm a generous 
amount of flesh building cream is 
rubbed in thoroughly with the fingers. 
The motion under the chin is a cir- 
cular one, working back from the tip 
of the chin to the throat, then up- 
ward, raising the muscles at the cor- 
ner of the mouth and passing across 
the cheeks to the ears. After five 
minutes of this massage apply a thick 
coating of cream and begin to band- 
age. The straps pass under the chin 
and around the head, spreading fan 
shape across the top of it, so as to 
hold in shape perfectly and yef not 
be uncomfortable. The straps should 
hold the chin firmly and should hold 
up the muscles of the mouth and 
cheeks, if these have sagged. 

In the morning wash off the cold 
cream with warm water and rub 
with a piece of ice, or spray the 
skin with toilét vinegar, which is 
a good astringent. A treatment like 
this will do wonders in restoring a 
youthful chin line and improving the 
profile.

Swimming Starts, Touching and Turns 


BY CAPTAIN GEORGE STAIGG 


Ass’t Director Life’ Saving, Southern Division, A. R. C, and Former 
Southern Swimming Champ. 


The most natural way to turn is the 
opposite from the side one takes his 
breath. ‘This is generally to the right 
which means that the right hand wust 
touch. Swimmers who turn in this 
fixed way either unconsciously slow 
up so as to hit right or are an arm 
stroke late in starting the turn in 
waiting for the right to come up to 
the left which it happens to turn out 
that the left hand hits first. 

The best way to correct this bad 
habit is to avoid it from the begin- 
ning, but those who would change 
will find it fairly easy by just swim- 
ming cross-wise the pool and diagoa- 
ally so as to make the greatest num- 
ber of turns and vary the touch. 

A quick turn is a fairly simple 
propositiop. Just a matter of habit. 

The hand against the end wall of 
the pool, at about the water line, 
checking the forward motion and 
starting the head and shoulders «ff on 
the return track, the side of the body 
coming close to the wall and then the

Advantage Gained.
